DECISION OF BOARD OF TRUSTEES 

This matter coming on to be heard before Timothy G. Guest, Steve Lux, Stephanie D. Neely, 
John K. Gibson and Joseph M. Malatesta, members of the Board of Trustees (Trustees) of the 
Municipal Employees’ Annuity and Benefit Fund of Chicago (MEA&B). Notice was served on 
Scott Brann and he appeared at the Hearing on April 15,2011. Scott Brann along with the individual 
Trustees are the parties of record. The MEA&B was represented by Frederick P. Heiss and William 
A. Marovitz. The Trustees, after a hearing do hereby make the following: 


FINDINGS OF FACT 

1. Scott Brann (“Scott”), an active employee of the City of Chicago (“City”), sought an 
estimate for his annuity. 

2. Scott had a work related injury to his right knee on September 7, 2004 and received 
duty disability from the date of the injury until March 2, 2005 based on the salary rate of $34.94 per 
hour. 


3. After his return to work, because of the right knee injury of September 7,2004, Scott 
had a right knee replacement and received duty disability from December 8,2008 to January 3,2011, 
based on the salary of $34.94 per hour. 

4. The Pension Code provides that the duty disability rate is based on Scott’s wage rate 
at the date of injury. 40 ILCS 5/8-160. 

5. The calculation for an annuity is based on the highest four consecutive years in the 
last ten years of service. 40 ILCS 5/8-138(b). 





6. The Pension Code provides that in calculating Scott’s average salary the wage rate 
for the calculation is based on the date of the injury. The Pension Code provides in relevant part as 
follows: 


“For an employee receiving disability benefit, his salary for annuity 
purposes under paragraphs (a) and (b) of this Section, for all periods 
of disability benefit subsequent to the year 1956, is the amount on 
which his disability benefit was based.” 

40 ILCS 5/8-138(c). 

7. Scott’s salary on December 6, 2008 was $40.53 per hour. 


AGREEMENT 


IT IS AGREED between the Board of Trustees and Scott that for pension calculations only 
Scott’s wage rate for the period of his disability of December 8, 2008 to January 3, 2011 is to be 
based on the hourly wage of $40.53. 


ORDER 


IT IS HEREBY ORDERED that for pension calculations only Scott’s wage rate for the 
period of his disability of December 8, 2008 to January 3, 2011 is to be based on the hourly wage 
of $40.53. 


RIGHT TO APPEAL 


In accordance with the Illinois Code of Civil Procedure Par. 3-103, any appeal from this 
Administrative Decision must be filed within thirty-five (35) days from the date that this 
Administrative Decision was mailed. (40 ILCS 5/8-252 and 735 ILCS 5/3-103).
